Things do not seem to be going along so well 
with the 
prosecution of draft evaders. Very little is seen in news dis­ 
patches lately regarding court martial proceedings in draft 
cases. 
Convictions seem to be on the wane. 
Is the govern­ 
ment negligent, or was it negligent? 
This seems to be 
the 
question. 
In court martial proceedings in a mid-west can- 
tonnient not so very long ago, where a slacker whose case at­ 
tracted statewide interest was on trial, the military court re­ 
fused to punish a man on the evidence offered by the trial 
advocate. 
Without question it was proven the man had not 
served the colors; that he was eligiblle, and that 
he should 
have been called. 


However, the government offered only flimsy evidence to 
Bhow the man had actually been called. 
They presented tes­ 
timony showing a card had been mailed him, but were totally 
unable to present any evidence showing he had received the 
card. 
The man was dismissed after spending severfl months 
awaiting trial in a barbed stockade. 
Somebody erred. 
That 
much is certain. 
The man in question should have worn Uncle 
Sam's uniform along with many others. 
But he did not, and.

PREVENTION IS HANDY 


"I have seen scores of farmers who 
complain of their grapes rotting on 
the vines, pass under their grape ar­ 
bors a dozen times a day with spray 
materials and spraying apparatus for 
use th onion the grapes to prevent 
rotting," says Professor E. L. Nixon, 
extension plant disease specialist of 
the Pennsylvania State College. "It 
would be a matter of only a few min­ 
utes time and little expense to turn 
the spray on the grapes right now and 
repeat the operation in two weelcs. If 
the farmer would only think to do.it. 
The grape mildews will get in their 
work from now on, and applications 
of 4-3-50 Bordeaux mixture will do a 
great deal to cut down losses from rot. 
All clusters should be well drenched."
